duty by its local merchants aitd itself, 
says The Dry Good* Reporter. 
Iii 
addition to publishing the “ Reporter* 
mail order cartoons it is producing 
some very effective arguments in de­ 
fense of local enterprises. 
The fol­ 
lowing clipping from a mail order 
paper and the Gazette's comment is 
a sample of its work: 
The Farm er’s Agent 
“The merchant is only the farmer’s 
agent, the man who buys from some 
firm in the city and sells to the far­ 
mer. keeping a liberal profit for doing 
the business. 
The up-to-date farmer 
has learned that he can be his own 
buyer direct from the city, thus keep­ 
ing the profit that would otherwise 
go to the town fellow', in his own 
pocket. 
This is the real simon-pure 
way of keeping the most money in 
the country, for the 
farmer 
saves 
the merchant’s profit and spends it 
improving the country; whereas, if 
the merchant had it, he would spend 
it improving the town.” 
This all sounds very nice but let’s 
look into it. 
The mail order house 
is just as much an “agent” to the 
farmer as the country merchant. The 
mail order house as a rule doesn’t 
manufacture goods any more than the 
merchant. 
The big strike at Chicago 
brought about the refusal of teamsters 
to deliver goods from the wholesale 
houses prove that the 
mail 
order 
houses buy goods in small quantities 
as needed from the same jobbers the 
country merchant buys from. 
It is 
simply a question whether the farmer 
shall give the mail order house or th<* 
home merchant the profit. 
No man has any more right to send 
his money away for goods than the 
farmer. 
He sells his grain and p r o ­ 
duce to the markets of the world in 
competition with agricultural products 
raised all over the world. 
If he can 
>ave any money by sending away for 
goods he has a right to do so and it 
is nobody's business but his own. The 
question is, can he do it? 
As a matter of fact the farmer is no 
more guilty of violation of home in­ 
dustry pride than the merchant. 
It 
the merchant wants an article that he 
does not carry in stock he too often 
sends away for it when he could get 
it just as cheap at home of some 
brother dealer who trades with him. 
He is caught just the same as the far­ 
mer, by attractive mail order adver­ 
tising or smooth solicitor. 
Take printing for instance. 
There 
is enough job printing goes out of 
this town to keep one printer, whose 
wages would be spent at home b tsy 
all the time. 
The great bulk of it 
could be done by home printers for 
less money than is sent away. 
The 
trouble is generally that the printers 
get into the same rut as the merchant. 
They don't advertise the right goods 
at the right time, and the mail ‘order 
printer takes the same advantage of 
the condition as the mail order m er­ 
chant. 
The “wife-getter" buggy man. 
the baby-carrier buggy man, the bi­ 
cycle man, the furniture man, the 
hardware man—their all suffer on ac* 
count of the town man sending away 
for goods, the same as from the pat­ 
ronage given by the farmers. 
The 
merchant has no right to kick about 
the farmer sending away for goods 
if he does the same thing himself. 
The whole mail order problem will 
adjust itself in a few years according 
to the cold balance of dollars and 
cents. 
When the farmer and the citi­ 
zen of the town finds out that the 
mail order house is charging 
him 
about the same profit that the m er­ 
chant charges he will buy hi* goods 
at home. 
W e do not believe there is 
a farmer in Fillmore county 
who 
would not rather have a legitimate 
profit on the goods he buys spent im­ 
proving his nearest town than have 
it spent by some Chicago corpora­ 
tion. 
When the merchant and the 
printer make the right kind of effort 
to put the right kind of goods before 
possible customers at the right time 
and the right price there will be little 
money sent away that can be bought 
cheaper at home and there will bo 
few goods but what can be bought 
cheaper through home dealers. 
It 
costs money to get up attractive ad­ 
vertising matter, hire clerks and pay 
rent whether in Chicago or Fillmore 
county and it costs money to ship 
goods from the manufacture to the 
consumer whether they come through 
a mail order house or a local store.

Ambassador McCormick, under in 
structions from Washington, 
made 
energetic representations to the for­ 
eign office, pointing out that, while 
the microscopic examination had been 
eliminated, the new meat inspection 
was more rigorous and more effec­ 
tive. 
The question must be decider 
by the Finance and Agricultural de­ 
partments. 
Fortunately a slight delay will not 
cause great material loss, as 
pork 
importations to France are compara­ 
tively small.

L O U IS V IL L E , Ky., Nov. 22.—Suit 
for divorce from bed and board, for 
$200,000 alimony and an allowance of 
$500 a month, pending litigation, has 
been filed^ here by Mrs. Earl Jung- 
bluth, wife of a wealthy tobacconist 
and turfman. 
M rs. Jungbluth charges the defend* 
ant with having conspired with cer* 
tain discharged servants to spy over 
her actionsa nd make life miserable 
during her residence on their place in 
Oldham comity. 
She asserts that Mr. 
Jungbluth has affected to believe cer­ 
tain slanderous charges of these ser­ 
vants against hcr.a nd that he has en­ 
couraged them to make these charges. 
She also charges the defendant with 
extreme Cruelty on accpunt of this 
conduct. 
She declares that he 
has 
failed to provide for her properly, and 
that while he makes his residence for 
the most pawl in New York she is left 
alone and unprotected on their Old­ 
ham county place. 
The plaintiff alleges that lier hus­ 
band has written her that he would 
not again recognize her as his wife, 
and that he has not only refused to 
acquaint her with the charges lie has 
made against her, but refused to see 
her again. 
She protests she is _in^ 
formed by others that the only wrong 
the defendant Alleges she has com­ 
mitted is in permitting friends and ac­ 
quaintances to visit her on the farm, 
and showing them such attentions as 
she believes were right.

shirt waist that has no pretence at 
being a blouse, the turnover collar 
and cravat, the plain street hat and 
heavy shoes have no place at the fiv% 
o’clock tea in the fashionable house. 
Some women do it to show how cas­ 
ual they consider such a social occa­ 
sion. 
A coat suit is proper although not 
as pretty this season as a blouse frock 
worn to the house under a top coat; 
this is merely a m atter of taste. 
The 
point is that the suit or frock should 
be the best one has. 
All accessories 
should i>e as good as one can afford, 
for there is to be a strong reaction for 
this winter from the fashion of street 
dressing used in the drawing rooms. 
If it is neccessary to go about at 
all in the evening in a public con­ 
veyance it is most neccessary to have 
a long, dark wrap that is at once 
smart and inconspicuous; 
in other 
words a wrap that will be correct for 
the theater, and be also appropriate 
in a street car. 
The best solution 
to this problem i s ' fro have a good- 
fitting, long empire wrap of black or 
dark red, in cloth or brocade. Black 
will be found most satisfactory, but 
red is often more becoming and is 
more youthful. 
Gray is another that 
is fashionable this year in its darkei 
shades, and is, therefore, excellent 
for this style of cloak, as it is one 
of those indefinite which seem to be 
sufficiently dark or quite light and 
dressy, as occasion demands. 
Black over white is French touch 
that is taking on this side of the 
water. A handsome black gown trim 
med with black lace which has the 
black cut away from under its most 
striking patterns, letting a white lin­ 
ing show through, gives something 
the appearance of medallions set on, 
but is much newer. 
lf a woman cannot afford two coat 
suits, one for m orning and rough wear 
and the other for all social occasions 
in the afternoon, then by all means 
let her choose the one for the street. 
For the other occasions she can wear 
a blouse frock under a coat. 
This 
is the best arrangement of her money. 
The latter may be made at home and 
quite inexpensive in material. 
It can 
be lace trimmed with unlined yoke 
and lace sleeves. 
This suit will serve 
for every social affair such as recep­ 
tions, luncheons, teas and theaters. 
For the house the skirts are ex­ 
tremely full. 
They arc long, sweep­ 
ing tile floor in the ordinary skirt, 
and extending into a square court 
train on elaborate ball frocks. 
The 
latter wfll be worn, however, by the 
majority for they are intended for 
that class who go very much to for­ 
mal society. 
They should not be 
worn casually to a simple affair. The 
debutante* will not w’ear them as she 
once did. 
They are one of the fash­ 
ions really kept exclusively for the 
matron. 
A tailor suit in the house in the 
evening is in bad taste as a light, 
thin frock with lace yoke in 
the 
church. 
It 
would 
certainly 
make 
things easier for the designer if wo­ 
men would only sec the absurdity of 
such a choice. 
It is a bit a question 
of expense. 
That does not enter into 
it. 
For a woman must have a street 
frock rather than an evening one. 
Panel effects are worn more and 
more. A well-known actress appeared 
not long since in a very striking white 
gown, and from th* shoulders was 
suspended, stole . fashion, panels of 
black lace.
